CHURCH OF THE POPES. 


Pere Hyacinthe’s Sermons Delivered in 
New York Churches Yesterday. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 
New York, June 9.—An eloquent sermon in the 


French language was preached yesterday morning 
by Pere Hyacinthe at the Calvary Episcopal 
Church, Twenty-first street and Fourth avenue. 
The text of the sermon was, Let the dead bury 
the dead, but thou goforward and announce the 


Kingdom of God.” 

“Who,” said the preacher, are these dead who 
must be left for burial by the dead, and for whom it 
would be dangerous for us to consecrate our lives? 
They are those institutions of the Old World which 
are condemned to perish in order to make 
way for the new institutions. The first 


of these dead is the Church of 
the Popes. I do not wish to be understood as refer- 
ring to the Catholic church. I speak of ase te 
structure, a structure erected entirely by human 
hands—the Church of the Popes. Three hundred 
ears ago the See of Canterbury, England, was a 
Uatholic one. Since that riod it has been con- 
verted into an Anglican bishopric, and noone can 
doubt that it has entered intoa new development 
and a better phase of Christianity. The Church of 
the Popes is decaying. If she is not dead she is at

EMPEROR WILLIAM s SPEECH. 

The substance of the Emperor's speech is as fol- 
lows; “Through the successes of the united German 
arms the Empire has attained greatness before un- 
dreamed of. The confidence between the federal 
governments gave strength to protect the constitu- 
tion and insure national development and pros- 
perity. May the work done in this building be de- 
veloped only to theorder of liberty, justice and 
equal love for all classes; may peace abroad and at 
home attend the erection of this edifice; may it be 
forever the visible sign of the undissoluble bonds 
which bind the united German States. 

THE BAVARIAN MINISTER 
handed a trowel to the Emperor, expressing the 
gratitude of the Bundesrath at the auspicious event. 
He hoped the Emperor would live to see the com- 
pletion of the building, and said the harmonious 
working of the various elements of the government 
would render safety to the fatherland certain.

FOREIGN LAND OWNERS. 

The Chicago platform makers stole Demo- 
cratic thunder in their declaration regarding 
unearned railroad land grants, and they came 
over to the Democratic side to borrow an idea 
when they incorporated in the platform the 
expression of their opposition to the holding of 
large tracts of land in America by foreigners,

The subject is an unpleasant one, but it is too 
important not to be noticed. Any restrictions of 
any kind against foreigners are repugnant to 
the traditions and precedents of American leg- 
islation. Nevertheless, itis the part of com- 
mon sense for every nation to consider its prac- 
tical interests as more valuable than sentiments 
and theories, and there is no nation in the 
world which would permit within its limits the 
movement which is now going on in our limits 
—the absorption of vast bodies of land by citi- 
gens of foreign powers. It has been but a few 
years since the fashion began of carving small 
principalities out from the public lands of this 
country; the movement has barely begun, yet 
already hundreds of millions of acres have been 
set aside for themselves by syndicates, corpo- 
rations, noblemen and millionaires who owe al- 
legiance to and claim protection from foreign 
monarchic governments. 

It is bad enough to see lands by the hundred 
million acres absorbed by our own corporations, 
But there is at least the consolation that the 
gain represented by their increased value goes 
to our own citizens and is held here to add to 
the sum of our wealth. But to go a step farther 
and to allow foreigners to hold these lands at 
nominal prices until they increase ten-fold in 
value, to have our citizens to buy back at in- 
creased prices lands which have gained value 
solely through their energy and enterprise is 
asking too much from human nature, It can- 
not be permitted. Fortunately, itis not hard 
to prevent it. Capital is timid and sensitive. 
Capitalists are constitutionally opposed to in- 
vesting money anywhere beyond the ocean. 
The mere dread of hostile legislation is ordi- 
narily sufficient to deter there from investing. 
We may expect the Democratic Convention to 
express the opinion in even more emphatic lan- 
guage—and then American lands will lose a 
large share of their attractions for foreign in- 
vestors. ene

Coal, wool, lumber, iron ore and chemicals, as raw 
materials of manufacturing industry, are taxed in 
no country but this.
